Their governments are 
the children of force or fraud, thev 
carry with chem ftrong Sonmthes of 
heir parents charatter. Difputes 
will noc be referred to a common 
umpire, unlefs that uimpire has {i 
power toenfore his decrees; and 
how can it be expected that Piin- 
ces, jealous of power, will! confent 
to facrifice any portion of it to 
the happinefs of their people, who 
are of little account in their eftima- 
on.
